is a Presbyterian clergyman 
but he is not a rigid Sabba 
tarian.

In the iauto- 
biography which he is writh- 
ing in the Outlook he says 
that he has always instinc- 
tively rebelled against the 
tyranny/' of the pious Sunday 
in the lives of the working 
people.

From a news- 
boy he became a machinist 
and from that progrecsed to 
the ministry. He speaks of 
those 'who inhabit the crowd- 
ed tenement hot from obser- 
vation alone but from prac- 
tical' experience. 
His cloth 


protects him from the charge 
that might be made against 
another who would make a 
similar protest. There are 
hundreds of thousands of 
people in our large cities, he 
says, to whom Sunday of- 
fers .he only relief from the 
monotony of their daily toil 
at any time of the year, and 
it must not be forgotten that 
the 
Sunday 
recreational 


problem* of a big industrial 
city cannot easily be under- 
stood by people who have al- 
ways lived i the suburbs, or 
in country towns. 


"To. close 
recreational 


centers," he says, "on Sun- 
day whether they are con- 
certs, movies, art galleries, 
or libraries, merely because 
those who patronize them 
will not go to church is, to 
say the least, a.sign of migh- 
ty poor sportsmanship on the 
part of the churchman." 


His utterances bring up. 


again the question of what 
constitutes a day of rest and 
on that there will be dis- 
agreement. Mr. Stelzle in- 
clines to the doctrine that 
Sunday was made for man 
and leaves him the manner 
of how he shall secure the 
greater rest- He is frank in 
expressing hia views.

"It has become Imperative that 
these lines tvithout delay'bring to 
the commission c ^nstructlve pro- 
posals looking toward increases In 
existing rat^s and revenues" the 
application said. "In these circum- 
stances It seems nece«*ary that the 
commission vacate or amend cer- 
tain outstanding orders in such a 
matter as to prevent their opera- 
tion to interefrence with the car- 
riers lav/fully publishing increases 
in existing rates. • • *." 
iVeed Held Urgent. 
There,is urgent need that the 


(Commission permit the proposal of 
the lines to be presented In the 
form of blanket supplements to ex- 
isting tariffs. The increased rates 
should take effect as early as con- 
ditions may warrant. 
Western roads hav* contended 
during recent years that their earn- 
ings were considerably below those 
of carriers 
in 
tho eastern and 
southern districts. It was further 
declared that trainmen and con- 
ductors in the 
western territory 
have been pushed to the point of a 
strike threat. 
W> He no mention 
was made of the impending in- 
crease in western railroad labor 
costs it was assumed tha two mat- 
ters had at least an indirect con- 
nection.

Before a demonstrative audience 
that packed this city's coliseum 
last night to hear hla second speech 
of his western swing, the demo- 
cratic presidential nominee minced 
no words in an effort to drive home 
this point. 
Declaring1 he had been forced to 
drag the religious question out in- 
to the open because of "an appar- 
ent widespread attempt" to distract 
the American people from the "real 
issues" by circulation of un-Amer- 
ican secret propaganda involving 
his Catholic faith, and moral hab- 
its, the governor struck a blow at 
those he believed responsible, chal- 
lenged his opponents to find a sin- 
gle "scandal" in his long legisla- 
tive and gubernatorial record, and 
appealed to the people not to be 
swayed by religious prejudice in 
casting their ballots. 


Names Parties In Speech. 
The republican national commit- 


tee, 
Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Wille- 
•brandt assistant attorney general; 
the Ku Klux Klan, the Fellowship 
Forum, a fraternal publication of 
Washington, D. C.( and former Sen- 
ator Owen of this state, a demo- 
cratic bolter—all were mentioned 
by name in the address, vhich the 
governor said would be his last on 
the subject of "Whispering," Tol- 
erance and Tammany. Now he said, 
he will devote himself to what he 
considers are the "real issues" such 
as farm relief, water power, gov- 
ernment reorganization and other 
topics. 


Water power probably will be 


the theme of his third speech of 
the western tour and 
today 
he 


turned toward Denver, where he 
will deliver that address tomorrow 
night. 


Straton on Platform. 


With the Rev. John Roch Straton, 


New York Baptist clergyman, and 
the Rev. Mordecal Ham, Oklaho- 
ma CJty Baptist minister, two of 
his critics, on the 
platform, the 
governor told- his 
audience last 
night "one of the meanest things" 
he had seen in the campaign was a 
circular sent to him by a Masonic 
.friend of his and 
purporting to 


have been sent out "under Catholic 
auspices to Catholic voters." 


Quoting from it, he said It "tells 


'how we have control In New York, 
stick together and we'll get con- 
trol of the country/ " 
He said it 
apparently had been sent to the 
Masonic order in New York be- 
cause "so many members of that 
order are friends of mine and have 
been voting for me for the last ten 
years." 


He disavowed any connection 
with the circular and said he would 
take a chance that "nobody inside 
of the Catholic church has been 
stupid enough to do thing like 
that"Not Running: As Catholic. 


And then, as the crowd cheered, 


he added: "Let me make myself 
perfectly clear. I do not want any 
Catholic in the United States of 
American to vote for me on the 
sixth of November because I am a 
Catholic. If any Catholic in this 
country believes that the welfare, 
the well-being, the prosperity, the 
growth, and the expansion of the 
United States is best 
conserved 
and best promoted by the election 
of Hoover, I want him to vote for 
Hoover and not for me." 


The nominee said that the "cry 


of Tammany Hall" which 
which 
former Senator Owen had raised 
in a letter to Senator Simmons, 
Ue mo crate, North Carolina, 
and 
printed in the Congressional Rec* 
ord, was "nothing more nor less 
than a red herring that is pulled 
across the trail in order to throw 
off the scent." 


Chi Uenffes Owen. 
"It's nothing more nor less than 
my religion," he declared in cha!» 
lenging the "truth and the honesty" 
of Owen's purpose. . 
Prior to the democrtic conven- 


tion the governor said the grand 
dragon of the realm of Arkansas 
wrote to one of the delegates from 
that state saying he would not vote 
for Smith "on the ground of up- 
holding American ideals and insti- 
tutions as established by our fore- 
fathers."

Everglades was flooded. 


Governor Applies for Aid. 
The governor's party was forced 


to negotiate part of its trip along 
the corpse strewn highway to Pa- 
hokee by motorboat and truck due 
to flood conditions. In ai. official 
statement renewing his appeal to 
all Florida to contribute mid speed- 
ily to the Everglade refugees, the 
governor described flood conditions 
as follows: 


"For a radius of 25 to 30 miles 


just back of the high ridge of land 
that separate Lake Okeechobee 
from the Everglades, the land is 
completely covered with 
water. 


These people are unable to get out 
or off this ridge of land adjacent 
to the lake house because miles of 
water which surrounds on 
both 


sides and sufficient boats are not 
available to handle the situation. 
Connors highway, the only road to 
this territory is under water for 
nine miles. The entire Everglades 
are flooded." 


Moved To Tears. 


The governor was moved to tears 


during hla inspection trip yester- 
day and he could hardly 
speak 


when he turned .to Attorney Gen- 
eral Davis i?.nd said: 
"Fred, did you ever see anything 


like this condition? It is the worst 
I have ever seen in my life." 
~ In a statement on his return to 
Palm Beach the governor describ- 
ed the condition of 
which 
he 
spoke: 


"Today in traveling six miles on 
the road between 
Paholtee and 


Belle Glade (where the hurricane 
was believed to have exacted its 
heaviest toll in lives) I counted 27 
corpses which had not been taken 
from the water. The total number 
of dead Jylng" on the roadside and 
not yet buried but in plank coffins 
numbered 126. This should be add- 
ed to the 537 already interred. Fif- 
ty-seven additional 
bodies 
were 


hauled out today in trucks, and to- 
night, four truck loads of bodies 
wero brought from adjacent areas 
by boats, loaded, and sent to Palm 
Beach for burial. 


Dead to Reach 1500. 
"When the water recedes and the 


dead are taken from under the de- 
bris cast up by the storm, the to- 
tal number who perished in this 
disaster, caarefully estimate! by 
the most reliable people living in 
this section, will number at least 
1,500, and bodies are being discov- 
ered under the debris and in the 
water hourly. * * * The area visit- 
ed by me today does not begin to 
cover the stricken territory, and I 
mention these conditions in an ap- 
peal to the people, of the state of 
Florida, urging them to respond 
quickly and generously." 
That the governor's appeal, to- 
gether with his first one made ear- 
lier In the week, was receiving at- 
tentloii was borne out in the re- 
ports of various. Florida cities and 
proffers of aid from the outside, 
Arkansas has offered any facility 
she had, while the Salvation Army 
at A, Atlanta made a southwide ap- 
peal for clothing to be sent into 
the disaster area.

crop report issued today on condi- 
tions as of September' 15. George 
B. Terrell, commissioner of agvi- 
tulture, estimated the Texas cot- 
ton crop at 4,775.000 bales and the 
total for the United States at 14,- 
000,000 bales. 


The commission said there had 


been 
considerable 
deterioration 
since his estimate of August 15, 
when he placed tho Texas crop at 
5,025,000 bales. 


A careful tabulation of reports 


from all sections of Texas reveal- 
ed the cotton crop was very "spot- 
ted and irregular," the report said. 
Deterioration has been most notice- 
able in the northwestern district 
where the boll worm has dono con- 
siderable damage, it wns said. The. 
Texas crop was estimated to aver- 
ago a bale to 3 2-3 acres. 
Terrell's report 
estimated (hat 
one-third of the Texas crop'had 


been gathered, bat declared that 
50,000 extra pickers were needed to 
gather tho crop remaining'in the 
Holds. 


Terrell said that be believed of 


the three counties, Ellis, Neuces 
and Williamson, 
which produced 


more than 100,000 bales in 1926 
only Ellis Would reach that mark 
this year. 


An estimated increase of 10 per- 
cent in wheat and 20 percent m 
oats planted this fall was con- 
tained in the report.

Seeking to eliminate the costly 
damage to stored corn and grain, a 
county-wide campaign to encour- 
age the rat-proofing of barns Is 
proposed by the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Corsicana Chamber 
of Commerce.

grain for feed purposes during the 
year, it is highly important that 
the waste from rats be eliminated 
and the most successful, perman- 
ent way of preventing this waste is 
by approved rat-proofing methods, 
in the opinion of J. L. Halbert, 
chairman of the agricultural com- 
mittee.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—0V-Dun's today said: "The satis- 


faction derived from a further seasonal commercial expansion 
has been overshadowed by the recent destructive tropical hur- 
ricane, extending to the lower Atlantic coast and followed by 
severe storms In some other sections.

TEXAS IS POLITICAL 
BATTLEGROUND FIRST 
TIME IN MANY YEARS 


(Continued from Page 1) 
political feuds, like that over the 
Fergusons, and that over the klan. 
Three Separate Organizations 
Over this vast 
expanse, three 
constitutionally weak organizations 
are attempting to spread their In- 


I'ffluence and incidentally to aacer- 
'.tain, with Indifferent success, what 
really is likely to happen on No- 
vember 6. One is the anti-Smith 
organization, militant enough but 
showing the lack of co-ordination 


. inherent in such pioneer ventures. 
Another is the republican state or- 
ganization, so hopelessly In the mi- 
riqrlty as to amount at times to 
•little more than a party emblem 
Finally, there is the democratic or- 
ganization which for many years 
has faced no need for a serious 
campaign and now, in its hour of 
necessity, la handicapped by mater- 
ial defections. Apparently none of 
these organizations has the mach- 
inery just now to guage accurately 
how the voters of 254 counties are 
likely to perform on election day. 
At the head of the atati-Smith 
democrats is Alvin S. Moody, 
a 


politician of some experience, who 
aays his organization now has re- 
presentation im 150 counties, and 
will be in all of them within an- 
other week. Another 
leader of 
this group is "state Senator Thomas 
B, Love, a former national commit- 
teeman and an erstwhile leader of 
the 
McAdoo-for-president 
move- 
ment. A third is former governor, 
O. B. Colquitt, who, strangely 
enough, has in past times opposed 
both prohibition and the klan. It 
is asserted by the anti-Smith lead- 
ers that the Methodist and Bap- 
tist ministers of the state are vir- 
tually unanimous for Hoover, and 
that nearly all of the weekly and 
small daily papers are out against 
Smith. Large defections are claim- 
ed In the cities, and these leaders 
predict Hoover will carry every 
important city in Texas. 


Two Main Issues. 


Mr. Moody told the Associated 
Press that 
his organization re- 
garded "liquor and Tammany," as 
the principal issues, and that "none 
of our speakers will be allowed to 
make anything else the issue." 
He plans an intensive speaking 
campaign, with 
Senator Borah, 
Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt, attacked 
by Governor Smith for her speech 
to the Ohio Methodists, and proba- 
bly Senator 
Simmons of North 
Carolina, assisting. 


At anti-Smith headquarters in 
Dallas, literature 
from 
various 
sources is available. The Associat- 
ed Press reporter who asked foi 
samples of what was being sent 
to voters was handed a sheaf in- 
cluding a pamphlet on prohibtion, 
pointed by the Anti-Saloon league; 
a page of editorials bearing the 
imprint of the republican nation- 
al committee; a fascimile of a let- 
ter written last April by Josephus 
Daniels, saying "Smith's nomina- 
tion would be a fatal mistake;" a 
copy of "the Constitutional Demo- 
crat," Issued from the office of 
former Governor Colquitt, repro- 
ducing' a speech by Mayor Walker 
of New York, with the notation 
that the mayor has inferred he 
•would favor "establishing 
diplo- 
matic connection between the Unltr 
id States 
government 
and. the 
"Pope at Rome;" a copy of a 
publication called "The Advance," 
containing among other things p.n 
editorial on "Does Al Smith drink 
booze" and' a signed con.riuuuun 
discussing Catholic marriage doc- 
trines and urging voters not to 
support "Al Smith or any one else 
who subscriber to these monstrous 
teachings of Roman Catholicism." 


Republicans Aiding. 
The republican state organiza- 
tion is cooperating directly with 
the anti-Smith democrats, but it 
specifically disclaims any connec- 
tion whatever with the religious is- 
sues. R. B. .Creager, the republi- 
can national committeeman, told 
the Associated Press that "the re- 
publican party in Texas has 
not 
and will not raise any religious or 
personal issue." 
A considerable 
speaking cam- 
paign is projected by the republi- 
cans. 
Finally the democratic regulars 
have opened headquarters and are 
conducting an active campaign for 
the first time in years. They Will 
have nationally known speakers, 
including Texas' own Senator Shep- 
pard, author of the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
The state's dry gov- 
ernor, Dan Moody, has indicated 
he will not take the stump for 
Smith, although he has endorsed 
him. There are signs 
that the 
democrats will get votes from at 
least two groups that ordinarily 
are republican. One is the German 
and the other is the negro follow- 
ers of "Gooseneck Bill" McDonald, 
•who was barred as a delegate to 
Kansas City and bolted Hoover. 


Religion Main Factor. 
"Most democrats who say they 
will not vote for Governor Smith 
are against him because of his re- 
ligion," said the democratic state 
chairman, 
D. W. Wilcox. "Some 
are sincere in believing his elec- 
tion would result in the repeal or 
modification 
of the 
Eighteenth 
amendmsnt. They harbor this be- 
lief because of a lack of informa- 
tion. Most of the defection Is in 
the larger cities, and where the 
klan is still functioning." 


The democratic committeewora- 
an, Mrs. Clara Drlscoll Sevier like- 
wise declared she regarded 
"reli- 
gious Intolerance" as the burning 
issue of this campaign and gave 
it as "her opinion that a reaction 
had set in against the activities of 
protestant clergy among the wo- 
man. 


Opinions as to the outcome vary 
as widely. 


Senator Love, who got some 200- 
000 votes in a democratic primary, 
after he had bolted Smith, esti- 
mates that "if half the voters who 
are against, Smith vote instead of 
going fishing .on election day," 
Hoover will carry Texas. Commit- 
teeman Creager classified the state 
as "doubtful," and backs up his 
prediction with an estimate that 
four years ago 225,000 bolted "Ma" 
Ferguson. 
Mr. Wilcox, for the democrats, 
predicts Texas 
will 
remain the 
"banner democratic state."
